A QUEER PICTURE 
It used to be the saying that when John 
U. Calhoun took a pinch of snuff the whole 
of Sooth Carolina snot zed ; and it can be 
said now that whee the Southern Demo­ 
crats play the political fiddle the Northern 
Democrats respond in dance.

have made it. 
Reporter—Have the people of Colorado 
given tfee Ute* any occasion for the late 
outbreak.? 
Belford—None whatever. 
Mr. Schurz,

cuse. 
Reporter—ll the Indians are not remov­ 
ed will there be trouble next spring ? 
Belford—I think so. This reservation 
embraces valuable mineral 
Ina is.

he were not that individual himself. One 
or two old Philadelphians, however, are 
able to recall a very bitter scientific con­ 
troversy that raged in this city nearly half 
a century ago. An unknown schoolmaster, 
by predicting storms repeatedly and fore­ 
shadowing their 
course and duration, 
gained some credit to his theories respect­ 
ing the origin of storms and of tbe import­ 
ance to navigation and.commerce of col­ 
lating local observation at distant points, 
both coastwise and inland, aod so forecast­ 
ing dangerous weather. His theories were 
contemptuously treated, excepting by some 
liberal members of the Franklin Institute, 
who took enough Interest In the matter to 
procure a hearing tor the enthusiast and 
ultimately a small salary as assistant in­ 
structor in a classical school which then 
flourished In the Bible House on Walnut 
street. Tbe budding 
meteorologist was 
James P. Espy and one of his promoters 
was Mr. Charles Brown, who does not hes­ 
itate to a3Siga him tbe credit ot the pater 
nity of the existing weather service. 
Mr. Brown himself has been of no small 
service in his day and generation. He has 
tilled some public office in nearly all of.his 
sixty years of adult life. 
Even Andrew 
Johnson could not boast of greater variety 
of public service in the grades below the 
United States Senate. He Is now a resi­ 
dent of Delaware, and fills the place of 
chairman of the School Board of Dover. A 
hale and ruddy man of eighty-two, with 
patriarchal beard and appearance, his voice 
has lost none of its firmness nor his tongue 
any of the glibness which characterized 
his service in tho Pennsylvania Constitu 
tional Convention in 1836, Senate in 1840 
aud in Congress during the two terms that 
he represented this city, and to speak of 
what he had to say while Collector of the 
Port under Presid ent Pierce. 
“Ep9y must have come to the city in ’28 
or ’29/' said the venerable public function­ 
ary. “He was a native of Washington 
county and where be *gut his bias toward 
meteorological inquiry I don’t know, but 
certain is that, although a young man, ho 
was able to hold his own in 'defending his 
theories against the savants of Franklin 
Institute. 
That subject was bis hobby. 
The old Institute was open to all kinds of 
scientific inquiry and discussion, and Epsy’s 
professed knowledge awoke great interest, 
if it did not make many converts. 
His 
main point was the possibility of produc­ 
ing ram by artificial means. 
His starting 
point In this theory was derived from ob­ 
servations lending to show that great art!* 
finial disturbance of the atmosphere, auca 
as the filing in great battles, was often fol­ 
io wed by local rains of violent character. 
Inasmuch as such rains usually began alter 
what has since been called the dew point 
ut atmospheric pressure, he thought that 
by cutting down, say two hundred acres 
of forest trees, leaving the foliage on and, 
firing them simultaneously when the at­ 
mosphere reached the dew point, rain 
could bo produced.

sned by a proper comparison of atmos­ 
pheric conditions and the pcpbabilities 
deduced therefrom. Their practical assis­ 
tance took the shape of a small professor­ 
ia l under the auspices of the institute, by 
the aid of which he was enabled to formu­ 
late his theories. One of his books, entitled 
T he Philosophy or Storms/ was published 
in 1819; the second, 'For Daily Fluctua­ 
tions of the Barometer/ was printed in ’44 
ii which year tbe enthusiast went to Eu­ 
rope to ventilate bls opinions. 
He was 
listened to with great patience by the 
members of the French Institution and by 
tut* L >ndoa savants. This kindly reception 
gave him more credit 
among bis own 
countrymen, who styled him tbe Storm 
King. 
Whenever he appeared in public he 
was pointed out as the man who could 
make it ram even in time of drouth. P ro­ 
fessor Henry, who even then held a very 
influential position in the Smithsonian In ­ 
stitution, interested himself in having Con* 
grcssioual patronage for the 
enthusiast. 
A place was made for him at small salary 
nominally as professor of mathematics in 
tbe Navy Department. 
Even this small 
bone was stoutly disputed by many of the 
economic legislators of the day. 
Epsy’s 
theories were laughed at and his promises 
of practical benefit pronounced myths and 
visions by these solohs, among whom Cave 
Johnson was conspicuous. 
"In 1842, when James Y. Mason was 
Secretary of the Navy, he declined eyeu to 
place Epsy’s salary in the Appropriation 
list. 
It was a time of econemy,as it is 
now /'said the venerable speaker, with a 
shrewd smile. 
"Every legislator thought 
more of saying a few dollars as a political 
measure than of such possible benefits as 
Epsy promised, so his salary was do m?d. 
Alexander ii. Stephens aud I talked with 
Secretary Mason on the subject, but the 
most he could be got to promise was that 
ne would not insist upon leaving it off if 
the chairman of the committee should add 
it,to tho appropriation bill. 
It was added, 
but when the clause came up for debate all 
sorts of sarcasms were leveled at it. Mock 
motions to add an appropriation for a 
professor of mesmerism and lots of such 
fun was poked at the appropriation and 
the professor. 
Bill), in spite of it all, his 
few friends won-the tight and his official 
life was saved. 
His bureau was soon after 
transferred to tho Bmithsohian Institution, 
although he made his reports through the 
War Djpariment. His third annual re­ 
port was a large folio volume, in which 
were three hundred maps descriptive ot 
me rise and progress of as many storms. 
He had interested scientists in many of the 
cities of the coast aud interior, who made 
accurate instrumental observations and rt- 
ported periodically to bim. 
These consti­ 
tuted the basis of his reports aud his de­ 
ductions were almost identical with the 
present theories of meteorological events. 
It was, in lad, the first Signal Service, and

(J. Davis, one cl 
the beat soldiers contributed by Indiana 
to the war of the Union, recall* the event 
which sent his name lhshiug over the 
Wires lo all parts of the country on the 
HU:ti < f September, 1SG2 — tin* |»hoitic^ of 
Major General William Ne a rn in the cor­ 
ridor of the G Ait House thir. morning 
A 
full and true ti alcine ut ol me causes lead­ 
ing to th** tragic occurrence, and the in­ 
tense provocation ua;ei wh.ch it was com­ 
mitted, has never been pubhtLed, and this 
Is a tining occasion for relating the cir­ 
cumstances. General N e’sm was one of 
the handsomest and most imposing men in 
the army, and a courageous soldier, but 
possessed of an irritable disposition and 
ungovernable temper, which led him to 
abuse aud curse those who offended him in 
a .most insulting and degrading manner. 
This incident will illustrate his character. 
lie ollered Carter Harrison, present Mayor 
OI Chicago, a position on his staff and 
requested him to report, 
ii orison arrived 
at Headquarters airer night. Just us he 
came up General Nelson was ordering an 
aid lo convey a message to another gener­ 
al in the corps. 
The night was dark, the 
way led through a h id covered with 
stumps, and the aid said, ‘‘Why, general, I 
can’t go over there to-night ; I ’ii break 
my neck on a stump.” To which Nciso i 
brutally responded, “ Urcak and be d — d ; 
I can appoint another aid in (lie morning.'’ 
Mr. U rrisoii said he would not accept tho 
otter of the position and retired. 
Nelson and Davis had rn I in Charles 
n while the former was lo .he envy and 
mc latter stat o r I at Fort Sumter, and 
bud become warm friends. Shortly alter 
the war broke out Nelson was given a 
c twmand in the army by I’resident L;n 
coin and stationed in Kentucky, fie came 
of an old Kentucky 
family, aud his 
appointment was popularly supposed to be 
due to the desire ut the i’realdcnl lo do 
what he could to secure the inlluencu of 
his relations in behalf of the LToun cause. 
The two met en the field in front of Cor­ 
inth, where warm mutual expressions of 
friendship and delight of the meeting 
were indulged lo. Aller the surrender of 
Corinth General Davis asked and was 
granted leave ot absence by General IL >se- 
cran* fur bunsen and a son of John I. 
M triton, a volunteer aid on ms staff, and 
he returned to his home in Clark cjttuty. 
In the meantime. General Nelson had been 
dele ated in the battle of Richmond, where, 
in his anger at the action of seme raw 
recruits from indiana, without considering 
that it was their first act mo, it is said bu 
struck them with his sword. General 
IJragg, Hushed with victory, made his 
marcn on Louisville, aud Nelson returned 
to-protect that city. 
General Davis, on leave, access the river, 
hastened to offer bis services to the com­ 
manding officer. De was next in sank to 
Nekon, aud military etiquette demanded 
that he should have a position assigned 
him commensurate therewith, especially’ 
under the circumstances. Instead of this, 
h wt-ve-r, he was llrst dirt cled to recuit 
tae home guards, and with only a single 
stall cfh jct (Mr. Morn on) went to work, 
as becomes a g^tx! soldier, lo execute the 
ordt rs of hissujierior oflioer.

rial Le worked with was componed mo div­ 
ot steamboat bands and Oilier ) »w classes 
ihe community, and bt ;ng smnt what ut 
a volunteer mum* •.rgauizalijn it was im­ 
possible to keep a cornel rosier oi tho re­ 
cruits. One day General Davis appn ached 
General Nelson in his headquarters at the 
Gait Douse, where were sealed a number 
o! officers, aud asked for arms and accou­ 
trements for his boma guards 
“ Dow many men haTe yon ?" 
“About 2.5U0 or ‘J,COO,” responded Da­ 
vis. 
“About 2,505 or 2,GOO,” yelled Nelson, 
rising. “T hats a hell of a way for a Gen­ 
eral to make a requisition. 
By Go J, sir, it 
is your business to know just h w many 
you’ve got.’’ 
Slung to the quick by this unmerited 
and unexpected abuse and insult, General 
Day s at once retired, but after considering 
the n atter determined to take no notice of 
ii, and on one Occasion before the shooting 
oi Nels jo, when referring to it, said Le 
should not pay auy attention to it. 
JJud- 
ies-, however, required that he should 
meet the commanding officer, aud it is said 
that on these occasions Nelson would drop 
int.) a stage aside and remark, “ I'nat's the 
indiana lellow I sat down on,' “Here 
comes that fellow, Davis, again,1’ or some 
such icm aik. 
The condition Of affairs continued thus 
until me morning of the J J th of Septem­ 
ber. On mat day Governor Morton wa- 
ia Louisville, aud in consultation with 
General Nelson aoout the co: duct ol the 
indiana tioops at the battle ol liichmoud. 
aud probably laking the General to U*k 
for his action toward them on the field. 
VY'neu General Davis came down stairs on 
his way to breakldSt he saw Nelson aul 
Morton talking it gi thor Lear the foot, 
having just come out «»f the diningroom 
ii a resentment at his own treatment, and 
tLe thought of the ah use Iowan! me indi­ 
ana soldiery, overcame his determination 
to say nothing to Nelson, and on the im­ 
pulse of the moment he approached the 
gentlemen. Addressing himself to Gen­ 
eral Nelson, he said: “General Nelson, 
you insulted and outraged me when I vol­ 
unteered my services to assist you in the 
defense of Louisville, when I was under lo 
obligations to do so, being at borne on 
leave of absence. 
Before I return to my 
command I shat! demand tm apology lur 
your treatment.” 
KcLoo, b mg some­ 
what deaf, asked him to spidi louder, and 
the demand Was repeated. Nelson dre w 
himscli up to the full height of his mag­ 
nificent proportions, and laughed con­ 
li nipt uou*]y at the quiet, dou-rmtncd liule 
man who stood at h u stle. 
Ile ibm turn­ 
ed to Morton and anked in a savage tone 
ot voice: 
“Do you come to see this little 
whiffet insult me?” Addressing Davis, 
who stood awaiting a reply, ho denounced 
bim as a coward, applied a vile epithet to 
him, and struck hun lo the face. Boiling 
wilu rage, D avis walked into the office, 
where he met I'. \V Gibson, a prominent 
attorney, whom he knew well. 
••tom.” he* said “nave you got a pis- 


two bef OIC, aud, strangely cuougli, Dr. lieu 
Newland, 
of Mitchell, Davis* Division 
Surgeon, wa9 the first physician at his side. 
When he learned, however, who had corn­ 
in ttcd the act, he withdrew, Nelson died in 
about twenty minutes* 
General Davis was ordered under arrest, 
and remained in his room in the Galt house 
two or three weeks. Several times he sent 
j to General Boyle, in command of the post, 
asking why he was not released, not under* 
standing why he should be detained a 
prisoner when no proceedings were insti­ 
tuted against him.
